KEDEMPTION OF STATE-BANK 


TION. There has been some tnisconceptiojn 
in regard to tho 'proposed action of. Boston 
National Banks relative to reception of Statje 
bank issuesjaftor July 1. The following from 
the financial article of the Commercial Bul- 
letin of June 16, will explain what thatad- 
tion really is. 
It in no way interferes with 


the regular redemption of Maine money in 
Boston, and there is no reason why Boston 
business men should n,ot receive bills on Maine 
banks as usual. 
We are confident they will 


not refuse to do so; for if they do Boston will 
at once lose a great amount of Maine trade, 
and perhaps never recover it. 
Maine mer- 


chants will not stand it to havo money ro|- 
fusod which is redeemable in Boston. 
The 


Bulletin says: 


Some time since the associated banks of 


Boston voted not to receive on deposit, or for 
collection, after th,e first of July, tho notes 
of State banks. 
It is now understood that 


this action, however it may appear upon thd 
surface, was not intended to prevent the re- 
demption 
at the Suffolk, or the National 


Bank of Kedomptipn, of Stato currency, and 
those two redeeming agencies will continue,' 
after the first of July, to redeem tho notes of 
those banks which keep them in funds for 
that purpose, just as they havo heretofore 
been in the habit of doing. 
Banking insti-: 


tutlons may sond State currency to Boston; 
redeeming banks for redemption without in-'; 
.curringthe ten per cont. tax. 
Or they mays 


send Stato currency directly to its issuers for* 
redemption, without being liable to the suid; 
tax. It would bo absurd to take other views- 
than those of this tax law. Tho present mis-i 
understanding that has been caused by tho; 
action of the associated banks of Boston, can! 
bo remedied by a modification of thetr vote? 
at somo early meeting. >Vo notice the banks, 
in Portland and elewhero ha-ve boon led, by; 
tho prgsent state of affairs, to decline entire- 
ly to bnve anything to-do with State curren- 
cy after the last of Juno. 
Philadelphia be- 


gan this week to discard all State bank notes 
that do not maintain a par redemption. New 
England took this stand nearly forty years 
ago, and tho system then established must 
before long bo applied to. tho national cur- 
rency.

We think that tho 
effect of this will be that less deposits will bo 
made with banks, and m9re with private 
bankers and banking officers, who are left 
free to receive and pay out State bank notes, 
bhrowd bankers see this, and alioady aomo 
changes have been made; or rather banks 
closed (both National and State) and prfvato 
banking offices 9pened in their places ; and 
doubtless many .more changes will occur of 
the same kind, as very good reasons exist for 
the changes, which are, that by closing tho 
banks they avoid heavy taxes which the 
States are attempting! to impose on both Na- 


tional and State ; as private bankers, the v 


are not liable to a tax on tho currency they 
pay out, but are loft free to receive and nfty 
out State bank notes; and now that the 
banking business is less profitable than for 
the past few years, these considerations havo 
weight.
